This systematic campaign of raids 


has been under way eight weeks, 
mainly in mountains of Tennessee, 
Alabama, Georgia, Florida, North 
Carolina and South Carolina—all dry 
states—but announcement was with-1 
held until today to avoid giving ad- 
vance information to moonshiners ot 
the activities of a flying squadron 
of 14 experienced revenue agents 
This band, working swiftly 
from 


community to community, cleaned out 
nests of moonshiners who had been 
operating without serious difficulty 
for years, and left behind them 
"follow-up" vigilance organizations 
of citizens and officers to prevent 
outlaws from going back to their old 
traffic. 


More than 30,000 gallons of pale 


moonshine whiskey was serized and 
poured down mountain streams. 


Over $100,000 worth of illicit cop-

distillers was taken by the flying 
squadron. About 21,000 pounds of 
sugar found on distillery premises 
was confiscated and the most of it" 
given to the Red Cross.

"July 26, 1918. 


"My Dear Clara—Your letter re- 


ceived today, and I must say I was 
pleased to hear from you

I am in France.

We are so 
busy over here. I can hardly find 
time to write. 
We have been "here 


only a few days and now I am tak- 
ing time to write to you.
